When George Stephenson first bro»ched 
to the world his idea of hauling carriages 
by steam on a tramway, be was derided 
at aii impracticable visionary; and even 
when he had, after battling manfully and 
almost single-handed with overwhelming 
discouragements, succeeded in enlistening 
a sufficient amount of sympathy and 
tcrial aid to ei.aMe MM to make s 
cable experiment of his project, his warm- 
est supporters started back incredulously 
at the bold aitnortmcement that he would 
lake them along on the experiment trip 
at the rate of twelve trrftes an hour. One 
of them, an eminent barrister, besought 
him not to talk of twelve miles an hour, 
as it would kill the whole thing. No one 
would believe it possible. He was told 
that his old friends would desert him as a 
lunalic if he did not modify his assertions 
to seven miles. But he refused to 
the modification, and aftei 
was got ready, he actually whisked the 
party over the track at the rate of thirty- 
five miles per hour. It was a greater 
triumph than Stephenson had promised. 
There was no longer any place for incre- 
dulity, and today we see in every part;of 
the globe where civilization has penetra- 
ted, the splendid results of this experi- 
ment There are still Geo. Stepheusons 
in the world, and men are still incredu- 
lous. They move the limit of their faith 
forward just as far as the evidence of their 
senses goes. Generally, people do no t 
calculate beyond the capacity of material 
endurance. And if power can be multi- 
plied indefinitely, when used for propul- 
sion, the rate of steam that may be ob- 
tained as indefinite, or limited only by 
the capacity of the material, of construc- 
tion for endurance.

any that has been exhibited, on a scale 
approaching what may be considered 
sufficient for a demonstration. It is 
called the "Endless Track, Counterbalan- 
cing, Five-Mi Speedy and Safety Rail 
road." with an endl-sa connecting mlling- 
•rrar or double or triple hawks) wheels, 



running on the rails, and the upper per- 
ipheries of the larger bearfnifs c*Tying 
an endless connected platform or carrier. 
It is proposed to have on this platform 
paisenger -ars rdaded equidistant, every 
quarter of • mile more or less, apart 
The principal can be belter understood by- 
seeing the model and hearing the ex- 
planation of the inventor, Mr. Frye. The 
width of the track for regular business 
purposes wotflif he twenty five Welles, and 
that life piatfbriff and cars f.ut about 
thirty-four inchea In running through 
cities and iowns, the railway will be en- 
closed in a smoothly-concealed, fire 
proof, perfectly ventilated Compartment 
or tunnel b'efow the 4'trlace of tile g.-gund. 
No detail description' can be attempted 
here. The model has been inspected by 
eminent engineers and practical' men who 
were all uniformly amazed at this new 
revelation of genius. A lour-foul addi- 
tional Speed is given lo the plaYform and 
cars, to that of the rolling-gear and driv- 
ing power, and from illustrations by the 
model, there would seem to be no more 
of an improbability in Mr. Frye"« asser- 
tion that he will carry an indefinite num- 
ber of paMengera atif freight through 
from San Francisco to New York in sev- 
enteen hours, or from Washington to 
Boston in three hours, than there- was in 
George Stephenson's promise to make the 
speed of twelve mlle3 an hour.

ture, we have made a pretty good 
crop a*ter all. According to present 
prospect*, as vour correspondent sees 
them, our bill of fare will not fall be- 
hind what it has been for several years. 
Perhaps the nearest approach to a 
scarcity will be in the item of pork, 
for M have fewer hogs than usual, but 
no one MMM to be alarmed MM it.

All class of men claim 
the right in some way to enforce those 
unwritten laws; and.it is very rare that 
purely outside parties, except it be 
journalist* ( who claim an inalienable 
right to attend to even-body's business)* 
chnllcngc such right. The District 
Conference had a perfect right to at- 
tend to its legitimate busincs* in its 
own way. It had a perfect right, with 
the facts before it, to pass upon Mr. 
H's conduct, as above, and prouounee 
it a "violation of that courtesy which 
is ever due from one Methodist preach- 
er to another." You ask several ques- 
tions of those who si ne< I the resolu- 
tions in question, which it i< not our 
province to answer.

That any 
benefit accrues to»iNjil ..f lighter text- 
ure, ia questioned by many agrictiltti« 
riots, with whom we do not altogether 
■rrree. All admit that the tenacious 
character of n clay soil is reduced, and 
it« texture opened and rendered Ion 
: by the operation of frost. The 
fall apart, and are disintegrated 
by the mechanical effect of the expan- 
sion in the act of freezing of the water 
held between the particles. The field, 
which at the commencement of winter 
exhibited, only a surface of shapelese 
clogs, in tlie spring U seen tndiuvc been-

which no amount of plowing or harrow- 
i ig could have effected. But is this 
the full effect of the forces of nature, 
which operate in small things an per- 
fectly as in greater* The power which 
has forced asunder the clods, and re- 
duced them to fragment.', ha* also had 
an effect upon those fragments them, 
•zslve*. and has reduced them to parti- 
•Im no small that the solubility of the 
soil has been increased. Thus another 
effect besides a inedmtm-al one ho, been 
produced; or rather tint operation of 
mechanical' fbrcr has brought about 
conditions under which chemical action 
readily take place, X ow, 
I that this resist only oc- 
curs in the case of clav soil i If this 
should be so then, as there is a variety 
of such soils tlie effect must lie propor- 
tioned to the nature offfic soil, If a 
clay soil is lienefited is not also a clay 
loam ? And if a clay loam why not a 
.■andv * If the particles of a clay soil 
arc rendered more soluble by this ex- 
]»osurc to the frosts of winter, and those 
jKirticlcK'are mainly alumina and silica, 
how can other ami altogether escape 
similar effects, when only the propor» 
won in which these constituents are 
combined are changed. But we are 
told that clay soils arc ah orbent, while 
more silicious soils are more or less 
leachy, and part with their fertile prop- 
erties by the (tcrcolation of water 
through them. Then, if this were true, 
a light or sandy soil would in course of 
nine be washed free from all fertilizing 
]»:opertiea. But this is not the wise 
with these soils. They can be im 
proved by the addition of manure until 
their characters arechangod, the added 
color and other qualities are not washed 
away. If this idea of Icachiness, then, 
is unfounded, no harm, but only liene- 
can result from ploughing such 
soils in the fall. They will experience 
as much improvement in one sense as a 
heavier clay soil. The reduction of 
hard lumps is not necessary, for these 
soils are naturally mellow, but an in- 
creased solubility will have l>een gained. J 
But one other benefit roust not be for- 
gotten here, which is that deeper 
ploughing is ixsrmissiblcin the fall.and 
six months' exposure to the sudden 
changes from frost to thaw will bring 
the hitherto unused soil into condition 
»br assisting to bear e< op*. We do not 
advise the ploughing of sod at this sea- 
son, at least for a com crop. This 
•hould be postponed until the last pos- 
sible day in the spring consistent with 
having the grouud prepared in time. 
But for roots or oats, or other spring 
crops than corn, we would plough now 
and manure through the winter, when 
a mellow and rich soil tonic inches in 
depth will be ready to be stirred again 
in the spring; and this we would do ir- 
respective of the quality of the soil, 
whether it be clay or a light loam. 
Potatoes planted in a gravelly loam 
thus prepared have with us given 
double the yield of those in ground not 
so treated, (hits, too, have l>een bene- 
fited greatly, but the result with corn 
was unfavorable, mainly, we believe, 
on account of tilt greater development 
of weeds, which prevcuted the crop 
from being kept clean. 

We have not adverted the economy 
ol time resulting from having the 
ground ploughed lsefore winter and 
ready for a second ploughing early in 
the spring; hut thi^ is a point worthy 
of attainment under any cfrcu instances. 
Farm operations depend very much for 
their success on "taking time by the 
torelock," and keeping work well 
pushed forward; and to have all the 
-nibbles pksjglied before winter sets in, 
must lie a comfort to air 
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may furnish an excuse in those item* 
But as Grangers, with "Reform" .is our 
motto — possessing land? that have all 
the essential qualities to produce as 
good gras* as the sun ever shines upon, 
with generally good seasons for ma- 
turing the seed, and more than enough, 
if secured, to supply oi:r demand, it is 
a subject for our serious consideration 
Is it not a mistake to neglect to gather 
and secure, from our own lands, the 
grass seeds we need ? and does not that 
mistake cause an unnecessary expendi- 
ture of money ?

When the outside is nearly dry, but 
Itefoje the moisture is all out of the 
leather, the oil should be applied. This 
may he done with a clean paint brush, 
which is the best thing for the purpose, 
a sj>onge or w.. >len cloth. A moderate 
quantity should be used, and if it does 
not soften the leather enough, another 
light coating may be applied when the 
first one is well dried in. This is better 
than it is to put on a great deal at once. 

Care should lie taken to obtain a 
good quality of oil. Neat's food is the 
very best kind of oil for leather. There 
are some patent preparations in which 
a water-proof ingredient is added to the 
oili and also a little coloring sulistance 
to make the leather look black and 
glossy. An honest mixture of this 
kind is better than crude oil. Cheap 
oils are generally poor. When dry, the 
harness should be rubbed with Castile 
soap, then with a dry woolen cloth. 
When this is done, it may be put to- 
gether and amkI. This work should 
not be neglected until the hurry of 
planting and hoeing time, but should 
receive attention now. — Lire Stock

Mieep bs Kurirhero. 

H. G. Ablsitt writes to the (Jerman- 
towu T'lsgrajJr. In 1865 I had a field 
of ten acres that had liwn mowed some 
Sen years in succession without a parti- 
cle of dressing put upon it, the grass 
had completely died out, and nothing 
was to be seen but wnfte weed and yel- 
low weed, or butter-cup and ox-eyed 
daisy. The soil was a clayey loam 
canting a little to tlie south and west, 
was in the smoothest jwssible condition, 
without a stump or stone, and lxmler- 
ing upon a stream of water. In the 
spring of the same yca| I put upon th's 
field of ten acres forty one-year old 
sheep without lambs. These sheep 
kept everything down as smooth as a 
barn floor. The next year I put on 
the same numlier and kept them on 
until the time to come to the barn. 
They were not taken from the field at 
any time during the neason, neitherdid 
they have any grain of any kind, but 
were in splendid condition. They 
were grade Merinos. 

In the spriug of 1867 I noticed that 
the field looked green the last of April 
and the first of May, so much so that 
in consulting with my neighbors I was 
induced to keep off "from it ami let it 
come up to grass for the scythe. The 
field in the meantime had been sowed 
over with a light dressing of 
plaster, about one bushel to the acre, 
and a small quantity of grass seed, tim- 
othy and red top. Nothing else has 
been done to the field in any shape up 
to the present time. 

Now for the result. The first year 
after taking the sheep off I had the 
greatest yield of grass that lever had 
from any of my fields under other 
treatment, and of the best quality, a 
mixture of timothy, red top, white clo- 
ver and some grass that I cannot name. 
Hardly a head of white weed was seen 
on the field. 

But what is the most remarkable to 
me aud my neighbors is, that the field 
has continued to produce bountifully 
up to the present time, which is eight 
years siuce the sheep were taken off"; 
and to-day (August 2d) tlie field is 
tented thick with bunches of the very 
best hay, averaging over oue ton to the 
acre. I have since sold the field to one 
of my friends, and asked him if he ex- 
pected to get another crop from the field 
without dressing it again. His reply 
was, "Yes, I expect to get several 
more."

I would remark, that there is no field 
from, which seed can Ik? taken, but 
enough will remain to supply any de- 
ficiency in the set; consentient! »' the 
seed wasted last year, where none was 
needed, had it been gathered by us, 
would have resulted in a clear gain, in 
seed and money saved, and also enabled 
us to have sown at any time wc desired. 
We all know, that when seed has to 
be purchased in the spring, it is fre- 
quently difficult to raise the necessary 
funds; and that often the grocery bills 
have to be curtailed, and some desira- 
ble things — including, perhaps, your 
county, or agricultural paper — dis- 
pensed with, in order that you may 
have the cash to buy seed to re-sow 
your fields. 

That is the way the seeds is very 
often procured. And now, as to the 
manner in which it is sown. 

After much delay you obtain the 
seed; you know not where iteame from; 
how it was preserved through the 
winter; whether or not it heated in the 
chaff", or was even ripe when gathered. 
The rye or wheat fields on which it is 
to be sown are hard and smooth, and 
the winds help you to scatter the seed: 
depositing the heavy in one place, and 
the light in another, — the clover here; 
the timothy there. Much of it fails to 
find an entrance in the soil, and a 
quick shower leaves it in bunches; and 
you discover, when too late, that some 
of it is too thick to grow, anil a part of 
the liest lands producing nothing but 
weeds. In short you have ".-own to 
the winds." 

What is the profit resulting there- 
from ? To sow sparingly and ex|>ect a 
large yield; to think that your fields 
w ill be refreshed, the soil deepened ami 
invigorated by the fertilizing effects of 
such cropping; and that it now is iu a 
condition to cultivate in corn as a reg- 
ular rotation ofcrojts, is expecting more 
than ever was promised to mortal man. 
To foot up the profits; the seed cost 
double its first value; the crop of hay 
not over second class; and the land full 
of thistles, wild carrot, and other weeds, 
Isiught with the seed. The dry sum- 
mer may kill the timothy; the winter 
destroy the clover, but not so with the 
weeds — they came to stay ! So verilv, 
you have Utterly "reaped the whirl- 
wind." 

Xow, let us consider the cost iu lalwr 
and money. It is ju>t as true m sow- 
ing grass seed, as in any other part of 
the farm operations, that "what is not 
worth doing well, is not worth doing 
any way." The same time is consumed 
in a half preparation of the ground and 
seed sowing, as would lie taken to put 
it in well with the drill, and the seed 
would be covered at once. The reason 
why more blue grass seed is not saved 
iu this s't'tion is, that w e graze ourpas- 
turc? t<si much, for the grass to mature 
g.Kxl seed. The same is true, but to 
a less extent, of clover and timothy, 
and thev are cut for hay, regardless of 
seed. In this connection, I would sug- 
gest to those who desire to raise good 
seed — either blue-grass or timothy — to 
set 141.11 i several acres of good fresh up- 
land; divest it of everything but the 
grass it is de-ired to grow; and let no 
stock lie put on it. At harvest, the 
abundant yield of seed will demon- 
strate tlie wisdom of the procedure. In 
sowing fields intended for grazing, I 
would sow equal parts of blue grass, 
timothy and clover, for hay equal parts 
of timothy and clover. The timothy 
will not only protect the clover in 
winter, but keep it from falling in sum- 
mer. 

Very few farmers have any concep- 
tion of the amount of money now paid 
out annually, in this county, for grass- 
seeds. For many years, it only re- 
quired a few sacks of seeds — procured 
Nitty from our farmers, and sold by j 
twi dry good- 111. r< h:int-< in town -to 



supply the demand. Now there are in 
Shelby ville two seed stores; the propri- 
etors of which are gentlemen fully 
alive to the interests of their friends. 
They inform us that, under the head of 
"Seeds," they sold last spring nearly 
*7,000 worth ! They tell us, that they 
prefer purchasing the seeds grown in 
the county, and thus keep the money 
at home. From reliable sources of in- 
formation on the subject, we are satis- 
fied that the annual outlay of seeds, in 
this county, exceeds $15,000. Our 
worthy brother, the State Agent at 
Louisville, informs us that during the 
months of February and March last, 
thev ordered 880,000 worth of seeds. 
You will bear in mind, that the Ag en 
cy was then in its infancy, and had. 
eight or ten long established seed stores 
in Louisville in competition with them, 
and every thing locked up in ice. 

This is no fancy sketch, but stubborn 
facts. The greater part of this amount 
is taken from the pockets of our small 
farmers, who feel it a life and death 
struggle to buy seed, and cultivate 
their farms.— (!.

Improvement ol < I >•>••.. 

One of the principal defects of clay- 
ey soils, especially when' they rest up- 
on a subsoil of the same nature, is the 
excess of water which is held in them. 
The only effectual way, in a majority 
of cases, to get rid of this is by thorough 
underdraiiiing. This draws off by im- 
|>ereeptiWe degrees all the exct -s of 
water, and opens the soil to the five ad- 
mission of the air, which in its passage 
through it imparts warmth aud such 
fertilizing gases as it may contain. 
Open drains or ditches, though less ef- 
fectual, are useful. In some cases, wa- 
ter furrows, terminating in some ravine 
or ditch, serve a good purjiose. Lime 
is exceedingly useful its an nmcliomtor 
of clayey soils, inducing chemical com- 
binations, the mechanical effects of 
which is to break up too great a tenaci- 
ty of the clay, while it adds, at the 
same time, an element of fertility 
which may perhaps lie wanting. Gyp* 
sum, or plaster of Paris, has the same 
effect in a still more powerful degree. 
Ashes, coarse vegetable manures, straw, 
leaves, chips, etc., arc also very useful, 
adding new materials to the soil, and 
tending to separate its particles and de- 
stroy their strong cohesion. Clayey 
lands must never lie ploughed when 
wet. — Xorth Carolinian.
